Grading of School Lots Progressing at 


Comparatively Small Expense to 


the City. 
Contract Let at 


Low Figure. 
A Novel 


Economical Plan. 


The impression would bo gained from 


the reference made by Councilman Hamer 
at Monday night's council meeting, to the 
chairman of the;school committee that tha 
comniitteo was not properly discharging 
its public duties. A school teacher had 
told him, Mr. Hamer said, that she was 
ashamed of the public school buildings. 


Mr. Hamer bad the grading of school 


lots in Diiud and wanted his scheme 
of calling executive 
oilicers before 


the council approved BO that 
there 


could be ti chance to call in Mr.Anderson, 
chairman of the committee and have him 
explain. Mr. Hamer remembered that 
money had been appropriated for grad- 
ing and stated that nothing had been 
done about the work. It was also in his. 
imemory that in the course of public affairs 
very high prices were paid1 for grading 
frozen ground in winter when half the 
sum would have paid for the work had it 
been done in proper time. 


Mr. Hamer evidently is misinformed 


about present conditions and had the 
chairman of the school committee been 
called into the 
council 
to 
satisfy 


Mr. Hamar's thirst for questioning he 
would have been good evidence that city 
officials, aa a rule, are doing their best for 
the public interest. Mr. Anderson, had 
he been called in, would have shown that, 
considering the weight of oliice on the 
committee's shoulders getting the school 
buildings ready for the opening of the 
terms, tha committee was attending to 
the grading and other work, taking them 
up with reference to their imperativeness. 


Chairman Anderson is of the opinion 


that Mr. I lamer, very careful of the inSer- 
ests of his ward, had the Braytonville 
school in mind when he 
referred 


to the grading matter. The grading of 
that school lot, Mr. Anderson says, has 
been-let by contract to W, H. Lally & Co. 
for $2700, a n amount much below the ap- 
propriation and a price that will save the 
city a good number of hundred dollars. It 
is of little consequence to the committee 
whether the work is done when the sea- 
son is further advanced or now; it will 
cost no more. 


The grading of the Church street school 


Igt is another example of the care the 
' committed is taking of the public treas- 
ury. Work on that grading had been be- 
gun and new conditions presented them- 
selves, wh ich warranted the committee hi 
stopping It for a time. A large amount of 
material will be necessary to build up the 
•Church street lot's grade and grading it 
in the usual way would be very expen- 
sive. The paving of Main street will begin 
in a few days and a number of inches of 
•the street's surface must be removed. 
That removed surface must be carted 
somewhero and the committee saw in 
this a plan to save money. When the 
surface of the street is being removed aa 
much as w ill be needed for the Church 
street lot "-ill be taken there, thus making 
the filling of the lot very inexpensive. If 
this is not looking after the public inter- 
est the committee would probably like to 
have Mr. llamer's suggestions. 


The grading of the Beaver street lot i8 


pretty well advanced. An opportunity 
arose during the vacation months, when 
the committee's Mr. Whipple was not 
very busily engaged in other matters, to 
pet him to work looking after the grading 
of that lot. The result is that the grading 
is far advanced and all at a very reasonable 
cost. 


These are not all the facts about grad- 


ing. If Mr. Hamer wishes to make that 
kind of investigation that keeps men 
from talking through their hats he can 
find more to add to these and of this kind 
too,

The Weavers on Strike Are 


Moving Toward a Set- 


tlement 


A CONFERENCE WAS HELD TODAY 


President Pierce of the State Federa- 


tion of Labor Made an Address 


Last Night. 
Sympathy for 


Hazelton Miners. Hold 


Business Meeting, 


A meeting of the weavers who are on a 


strike at the Eoaver and Union mills was 
held in Div. 4, A. O, H., hall last evening 
and there was a large attendunce. 


The meeting was called to order by one 


of the officers of the weavers union, who 
explained its object and alter a few re- 
marks by local speakers, and several of 
the ladies, who gave intelligent and sen- 
sible talks, the speaker of the evening, J- 
D. Pierce of Worcester, president of the 
Massachusetts branch, American Federa- 
tion of Labor, was introduced. 


Mr. Pierce said he was called to this 


city last evening by telegraph stating that 
400 weavers were out on strike and he was 
here to give them assistance. He-spoke 
at length on the benfits of organization 
and how strong an organization- must be 
to fight a corporation. 
It 
takes a 


combination 
to 
fight 
a 
combina- 


tion 
and 
the 
wage-earners 
must 


combine to protect themselves. He said 
that a woman should not consider her 
husband true who didfnot belong to a labor 
union to protect her and Lis family and a 
girl who had a fellow and he did rot be- 
long to a union she should give him the 
"mitten." Union men make good hus- 
bands and protectors. Ho said women 
were on this earth to grace the home and 
cot to work in the mill for the small 
wages that they receive. After a long 
and faithful service when their hair has 
become grey, they are replaced by younger 
and more active help, and having nothing 
lo show for years of hard and honest toil 
they are compelled to spend their last 
days at the poorhouse. This should not 
be so. The men should more strongly or- 
ganize and make these conditions better 
and not have their sons and daughter8 
labor under the same conditions that they 
had to. 


He spoke about the shooting of the 


miners at Hazolton. Pa., and said every 
labor union in the laud protests against 
that action and also against government 
by injunction, when men are not allowed 
to talk to each 
other 
or 
walk 


on 
the 
public 
highway 
or 
meet 


in 
peaceable 
assemblage. 
This was 


one of the worst blows at organized labor 
and was being denounced on all hands as • 
cold blooded murder. 
That and the 


Homestead shooting, years ago, would go 
down in history. 


He said that the American Federation 


of Labor never has yet turned a deaf ear to 
the appeals of the suffering wage-earners 
and that in having that body be bind them 
they had an organization of 90,000 trades 
unionists in this state alone. He told 
them to keep perfecting their organiza- 
tion and that they would become a power 
in this community. The meeting then 
adjourned. 


After tne addresses a business meeting 


was held and a committee was chosen to 
wait on Mr. Gallup today. The commit- 
tee, accompanied by President Pierce, 
called on Mr. Gallup and talked things 
over. There is nothing to give out, An- 
other meeting will be held tonight at 
which a settlement may be planned.

WOMEN UP IN ARMS. 


They Make a Fierce Assault on the 


Huzelton, Pa., Sept. 16.—Two hundred 


and fifty women made more trouble this 
morning than the 10,000 striking miners 
have caused since last Friday's shooting. 
They were foreign women of the Me'Adoo 
and Audenried districts. 


Armed with clubs, rolling pins, pokers 


and any available weapon they could find 
they invaded the waaheries. which, had 
hitherto been working, and forced the 
men, about 300in number, to quit work. 
As the men were husbands, 
sons or 


brothers of the women in most instances, 
they made no resistance. This is the first 
successful movement to get them out. 


In every other part of the region quiet 


prevailed. The strike may now be said to 
be general, as there is not a colliery of im- 
portance in operation. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Sept. 16.—After nearly 


three months idleness between 15,000 and 
18,000 coal miners in the Pittsburg district 
went to work today in accordance with 
the action taken at yesterday's conven- 
tion, authorizing the men to resume work 
in all mines complying with provisions of 
the scale of 65 cents adopted at Columbus. 
The remainder of the 23,000 miners of the 
district will be at work before the close of 
the week. 


It is estimated that the strike, which 


lasted 65 working days, cost the people 
of tho Pittsburg district from $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000. Of this amount the miners 
Sost about $2,230,000 in wages. 


The strike against the De Armits will 


continue indefinitely, arrangements hav- 
ing been made to assess the working 
miners five per cent, of their wages to de- 
fray the expense of keeping up the iight 
until the G5 cent rate is made uniform 
throughout the district. 


A special to tUe Philadelphia Record 


from Hazelton says: "Originating as it 
did in the petty disagreement between 
the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre company 
mule drivers and their employes, and havn 
ing spread until it now affects 
nearly 


50,000 men and most of the principal 
operators of the middle coal fields, this 
r.trike has been one of the most peculiar 
ever inaugurated in the region. 


"The miners have no organization. In 


many instances they do not know exactly 
for what they struck except that they 
feel that they have been unfairly treated 
and that they want more pay. In BO per 
cent of the idle collieries they are at a 
loss to say how much they want and in 
such cases they have quit work without 
even asking for an increase." 


Germany Agin It. 


Berlin, Sept. 16.—The National Zeitung, 


referring to the intimation of the time 
of September ll'that'the bank of England 
was prepared to hold in silver one-fifth 
of the bullion held against its note issue, 
says: 


"The unfavorable reception the an- 


noucement has met with from all the or- 
gans of British trade leaves no room for 
doubt as to the opinion of the British 
commercial bodies and as to the ultimate 
fate of the latest American attempt to se- 
cure for the silver mine owners with the 
aid of Europe a rise in silver as reward for 


their support of the McKinley tariff policy 
and to keep the silverites in good humor." 


The Peace Treaty. 


Vienna, Sept. 16.—The Neue Frie Presse 


says it is reported in official circles that 
the sultan of Turkey and the council of 
ministers of the Ottoman empire have ac- 
cepted the conditions ofpeace with Greece 
as arranged by the ambassadors of the 
powers, and that it is expected the pre- 
liminaries of the treaty will be sig-ned on 
Fridoy next.

New York Steamers In Collision Last 


Night an the North Kiver. 


New York,Sept. !(>.—Tlie Hudson. riVer 


steamboat Catskill and the excursion 
boat St. Johns came into collision last 
niffht on the Nortli river. The St. Johns, 
which was returning from a day trip up 
the river, had fully 1000 excursionists on 
lizard, and the other boat had started 
cu its regular night trip with about 30 
pass-eng-ers. As a. result of the smash- 
up the Catskill is now a. wreck on. the 
Mew J^rdoy shore at Yv^eelnawkcn, one 
oL her papsj-ngerH is a patient at 
the 


Roosevelt hospital, and three others are 
eaid to Ije in the wreck at the bottom of 
the river. The St. Johns was damaged, 
but none of her passengers or crew were 
VlTt 


The Ca.tskill was In charge of Captain 


Cooper, and Captain Cook was in com- 
mand of the St. Juhns. The collision 
was due to a misunderstanding of the 
signals which \vere passed between the 
two vessels. The St. Jtchns struck the 
Catbkill, which was hea-vlly loaded with 
freight, on the strboard side about 35 
feet from the bow, cutting a hole in the 
hull below the water line. The crash ex- 
tinguished the lig-hts on the Cat-skill and 
caused a panic among the passengers, 
some dropping overboard through fear. 
Grea.t excitement also, prevailed among 
the excursionists on the-flt. Johns, which 
was broug-ht to a standstill by the im- 
pact. 


"When the steamboats parted the Cats- 


kill, blowing loudly for help, was turned 
toward the Jersey shore, while the cref,- 
of the St. Johns, which was also calling 
for assistance, lowered small boats and 
rescued the people who were struggling 
in the water. Just as the Catskill 
neared the shore it filled with water and 
went down. 


Leonard P. Miller of Hoboken, N. J., 


08 years old, who was taJcen from the 
water, has his right leg fractured. He 
said that beiore being rescued a small 
boy who was in the w afcr near him had 
been drowned. The latter is supposed 
to be Bertie Timmerman, fi years of age, 
of Leeds, N. Y. A young woman who 
became hysterical at the dock said that 
she believed that she had lost two friends 
on board the Catskill. These were Mrs. 
Maria McDonald, 75 years old, and the 
latter's daughter, Susan Morris, 4G years 
of age, of Guttenburg-, N. J. Meet of the 
excursionists were from Pennsylvania. 


SYMPATHY AXD PROTEST. 


Mayor Quiuoy and Gtaorgo Williams De- 


nounce Government by Injunction. 


Boston, Sept. 16.—The mass meeting 


In Faueuil hall last night under the aus- 
pices of the Central Labor union to con- 
eider the question of relief for the min- 
ers who aie out en strike, and also the 
question of "government by injunction," 
was very successful. Mayor Qulncy and 
George Fred Williams were very plain- 
spoken in their condemnation of the ex- 
ercise of tihe injunction as a means of 
prevcntiniff the gathering of men trying 
to better tteir condition. 


Mr. Williams declared that the work- 


ingmen were much to blame for their 
condition, because of their refusal to 
make the most, of their opportunities in 
the use of-the ballot. A reference by Mr. 
Williams to the effect that there were 
no RepulJlicans-'present to express sym- 
pathy with theistriking miners called 
up from the-,audience -a Mr. Edgerly, 
who 
finally-tooJinhe.platform 
a-nd-ex- 


weased'Sentiments in harmony wiiii th«- 


oojects or tne meeting "aild condemning 
the importation -of foreign labor. For a 
few minutes Mr. Kclgerly made-it quite 
lively, and ills remarks were received 
with mingled cheers and hisses. 


Mayor Quirey following said that he 


appeared, not as an official, but in his 
private capacity. It seemed to him that 
the tendency was to invest the judiciary 
^ith powers that properly belong.to,the 
legisiatlvti depsirtrnent. 
He declared 


that it was a dangerous thing to set 
aside in « wholesale way trial by jury. 
The executive, legislative and judicial 
departments should have divided au- 
thority, and neither should exercise any 
power 01 or the ether. 


Mr. WU-liams, who spoke from 
the 


standpoint of the lawyer, said that no 
body o£ men had shown themselves more 
law-abidhig or had kept themselves un- 
der restraint under intense provocation 
than the worlctngmen. Speaking of the 
miners' troubles in Pennsylvania, he de- 
clared tha.t no person had a right to use 
a rifle against these men unless they 
were engaged In an 
actual 
uprising 


against the law. Those-responsible f«r 
the cowardly shooting at Larimer should 
be punished by civil process, and 
be 


asked by what authority General Gobin 
had declared that none of the deputy 
sheriffs should be arrested for their acts? 
Mr. Williams' points were forcibly made 
and he was freciuenely stopped by ap- 
plause. 


Other speakers were Rev. Francis 


Mabey and Francis P. Curran, of Wo- 
burn.. 
Several 
subscriptions to 
the 


miners' relief fund were announced, but 
the amount raised was not stated.

I view it with the utmost complacency, 
and I shall not question either the juris- 
diction of tht- committee nor the COTI- 
eistency of its members who so basely 
betrayed their

last y,ear. In fact 1 regard it as a great 
compliment to be attacked politically 
by a rna-n of Slieehan's disreputable 
public record. For a long time I have 
been steadily protesting; against

DR. CARTER SPOKE 


His Eloquent Tribute at 


Newburyport Tuesday 


Afternoon. 


A FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY 


Rev. Dr. Fiske Honored for His Long 


and Faithful Service to His Church 


and His Community. A Pas- 


torate that Included 


Much. 


Dr. Franklin Carter, president of Wil- 
iams college, who is associated with Dr. 
Fiske on the board of trustees of Andover 
.Leological seminary, said in part Tues- 
day at the celebration of the 50th anni- 
ersary of Kev. Dr. Flake's settlement-Ill ij 
Newburyport: 


A pastorate of 40 years, connect! Dg the 


excitement caused by the discovery of 


d in California with that caused by the 


discoveries on the tributaries of the Yu- 
con; covering the bold announcement of 
.he Darwinian laws and the triumphant 
march of evolution; the amazing transfor- 
mation in society and science wrought by 
photography, telegraphy and spectrology; 
he annihilation of continental 
and 


oceanic spaces by steam and electricity; 
he expansion of the earth's history by 
he removing of beginnings millions of 
years into the dim past; the dilution of 
American blood by the landing of nun-. 
clreds of thousands of immigrants; the 
.remendoua strides of the press; the won- 
derful material prosperity of the United 
States; a boiling abyss of forces a glimpse 
nto which makes the cool head dizzy and 
the calm heart throb with expectation or 
alarm. 
The true pastor cannot be ignorant of 


the great agitation and changes going on 
n the world. He must know them. He 
must grapple with the new problems. He 
must readjust his horizon for the chang- 
ng decades as truly as the changing sea- 
sons.Happy the pastor who can open Ms 
mind to the grasp of such tremendous 
movements c3 the last 50 years have seen 
and not loj» his mental balance; can-still 
look upward with undiminished faith. 
Happy the pastor who can catch from the 
near and distant theaters of war and 
famine and plague and murder the notes 
of wailing and woe or can witness the 
disasters that one debauch will, one 
beastly appetite can work In happy fami- 
ies and still turn the joyful sweetness of 
the sunny face of Christ upon all whom 


meets. Happy the pastor who, in 


spite of repeated falls of the erring, in 
spite of murmurings and discontent and 
rebellious talk, stretches out his hand to 
the wayward, the weary and the sorrow- 
ing and lifts upward for 50 years. It is in 
the thought of such a record that we are 
today good believers in the divine de- 
crees. For 'no man taketh this honor to 
himself but he that is called ot God as 
was Aaron" and Daniel. 


'In Dr. Fiske's kind letter to me he 


said, I was to be invited to this celebration 
as a trusteejof Andovsr seminary and as his 
friend. It was as a trustee of Phillips 
academy, including both the historic old 
school, now for a hundred years 
the 


nursery of fine classical scholarship and 
true manliness, guided in these days by a 
masterly administrator, Dr. Bancroft, and 
the theological seminary that I first 
learned to know Dr. Fiske. It was in that 
relation tnat I learned to appreciate his 
wise insight into God's word, his keen 
analysis of doctrines; his sweeping com- 
mand of the New England hiitoncal 
horizon; his love of man; his belief that all 
teaching, all doctrine, all institutions are 
for the take of living man, not for the 
sake of petrification, fossils or skeletons, 
not for the sake of traditions, formulas, or 
compromises, but for the sake of lost man; 
for the sake of seeking and saving that 
which isjlost, and there is nothing lost 
but man. 


"But I never saw any forgetfulness in 


him that New England has been the birth- 
place of so much that is great and glor- 
ious, because it was settled and guided 
through all its early history by men who 
believed in the itifallibilityof the scriptures 
as a guide to life; in man's accountability 
to God; in foreordmation; in the deity of 
Christ; in an atonement made by Him for 
the bins of the world; and in the justice as 
well as the mercy of God'« government. 
They also believe in his opinion that man 
is the child of God and has a large right 
to self-direction and self-government. 


"But I must add wha,t no man who has 


known Dr. Fiske could for a moment 
question that the radiant cheerfulness Of 
his life, the serene optimism of his pres- 
ence has not rested alone on the ardent 
loyalty of his soul to the men and princi- 
ples that have made New England's past 
glorious but also on the unconquerable as- 
surance that God still reveals himself; that 
nature and history and human conscience 
aud reason help together with God's word 
to moke us understand Him better; nay 
sometimes throw light on His word and 
that each century and each decade should 
put aud actually does put the church in a 
truer relation to God and gives the church 
a larger vision of God. 


"It is this combination of supreme love 


for man, for the Godman first and for all 
those whom the Godman came to save, of 
loyalty and reverence for the unalterable 
verities of our historic faith and of joyful 
asaurance that God still leads his people 
and will give them and does give them 
new light; it is this combination which 
made him leader and guide in the agita- 
tions and storms that for many years 
threatened to efface the noblest monu- 
ment in America of New England's his- 
torical greatness and New England's 
present power. 
"li any proofs were needed of the honor 


and fame which may come to a minister 
of the gospel of Cnrist, who devotes him- 
self vpith a single eye to the welfare of his 
people, making his teaching, his labors, 
and his prayero tell with ever increasing 
effectiveness for their spiritual life and 
progress, it may be found in some of the 
pa&t meetings of the trustees of the An- 
dover seminary as they sat around the 
table at which this man had the highest 
place and listened for his words and fol- 
lowed his counsels! It is partly because 
this eminence and usefulness in a crisis 
was the outgrowth ot loyalty to the di- 
vine Christ in the service of this people 
that we meet together today and lift up 
our hearts and our voices in reverent 
honor of God's goodness to us through 
him. 


"What a transforming, exalting power 


comes into the life of him who bends his 
neck to the easy yoke of the divine Christ 
in the glow of his youth and follows him 
to the distant end. 


'I think of the former boy in the valley 


of the Deerfield, beautiful river, raking 
the hay after the cart, driving the cows 
home aa the sun went down over the dis- 
tant hills with clear head and pure heart, 
early touched by the inspiring light and 
love of the Divine Master, and there is no 
other course open 10 him, MB heart gleams 
with such a joy. He must make this Mas" 
ter known and that Divine Master abides 
with him through all the years. What 
has 
been 
gathered,—this 
glorious 


harvest of patience and faith on hie part 
and love and gratitude on the part of 
others has been due to the divine Christ 
God working in him to will and to do ot 
his own good pleasure." There were 
other farmer boys in Shelburne those 
years; others with clear minds and good 
powers, but most of them were never 
known outside the range of their native 
hills. It is then at the feet of Christ that 
wo lay these laurels down and we kuow 
that He is the eame in his love and inspir- 
ing power yesterday, today and forever. 
Subtlest thought shall tail, and learning 


falter, 
Churches change, forms perish, systems 


go, 
But our human needs, they will not alter, 
Christ no after age sball e'er outgrow. 


Yea, Amen I O changeless One tttou only 
Art life's guide and spiritual goal.

PITTSFIELD CATTLE SHOW, 


Adams and Cheshire People Carry Off 


First Premiums. 


Wednesday at the Pittsfield fair was 


"horse day" and, like "cattle day" Tues- 
day, was something of a disappointment. 
Many of the entries failed to put in an ap- 
pearance and some of the classes were an 
hour late in being called to the judges' 
stand to be passed upon. However, such 
aa were shown gave promise of good 
things. 


There wan a fine exhibition of gentle- 


men's driving horses in pairs. Nearly ail 
sectionsof the county were represented, 
and among them were many that were 
very, handsome. W. C. Braguo ot Daltoti, 
D. W. Bishop Jr., of Lenox and F. M- 
Dodge of Pittsfield showed stallions and 
stud colts. In standard bred stallions-and 
colts F. M. Dodge,William F. Milton,Wil- 
liam Pollock of Pittsfield, George Z. 
Dean of Cheshire and Ernesi Smith of 
Alford showed some fin e stock. Matched 
horses had only three competitors, and 
there were four for the premiums of 
matched farm and draft horses. John 8. 
Barton of Datton showed a fine matched 
draft team, which took a prize last year. 
The forenoon was well occupied with the 
horse show, although it was not the at- 
traction it ought to be. The young horses 
were fully up to former standards and 
made up in quality what might be lacking 
n quantity. 


There were few accidents. One woman 


who went up in the balloon fainted. A 
team owned by the Shakers drove into 
a double carriage, breaking the wheel, but 
the crowd prevented th« occupants being 
thrown out. The raoe between the horse- 
less wagons was something of a failure, as 
one of them was out of order.

FOR THE HOSPITAL, 


Snarl at Pittsfield, 


The new arrangement as to running 


freight trains from Albany to Springfield 
resulted in confusion in the Pittsfield 
yard Wednesday evening.

EDITORS OP THE TBANSCBIPT:—It is 


very gratifying to one who watches the 
vigorous ana wonderful growth of North 
Adams to find thai such large provision is 
made for education and that the claims of 
Buffering humanity are not overlooked. I 
have from the first been interested in the 
North Adams hospital and in the wise 
and self-denying spirit with which it has 
bean managed. It is an easy matter, when 
a hospital has been amply endowed by 
some large-hearted citizen to discharge 
obligation to a suffering neighbor by 
sending him to receive the charity pro- 
vided by some one else; but it is a very 
different matter to carry on a hospital, as 
you have done in North Adams, by the 
annual contributions of all the people. It 
is no small task to reawaken interest year 
after year, elicit contributions, and keep 
the community in personal coutact with 
the work. But it is admirable to have 
such work sustained-by an appeal to indi- 
viduals i:> the community and to make it 
represent the personal touch of so many; 
to have it well sustained in this way indi- 
cate a high standard. 


I have wondered if the support which 


has been so generously given might not 
take a more stable form and the officers 
of the hospital be relieved in some m&as- 
ure from the burden of going the whole 
round in soliciting. 
It has occurred to 


me to suggest that those who subscribe 
this year for its support become perma- 
nent subscribers by pledging themselves 
for a certain sum to be paid annually at a 
certain date, this pledge to hold good 
till they give notice that their names are 
withdrawn. 
This would simplify the 


task very much by reducing the number 
that must be called1 upon and would give 
to those in charge some bases for calcu- 
lation from year to year. I am sure that 
that band of devoted women who have so 
untiringly and so successfully given their 
thought and strength, ought to be spared 
the pain ot coming to the end of tneir re- 
sources at the close of each year. The 
people can thus endow the hospital by 
the pledges of continual support, until 
its endowment comes in some other way. 


If I were to take a text for this little 


homily, I should find it in Saul's letter to 
the Philippians in the words: 
"Help 


These Women." And, if I were to enlarge 
upon these words, say help them by as- 
surances of direct and permanent support 
and relieve them from the necessity, alter 
they have done their work at the hospi- 
tal, of doing extra work in getting up a 
"fair" or a "ball" and appealing to other 
motives than that grand one which em- 
bodies all such work: "Inasmuch aa ye 
have done it unto these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto Me."

the reservoirs, through the Bellows Pipe 
and up to the side of the mountain from 
there to the summit.

would be largely patronized, and the only 
question is whether it would be a paying 
investment. It is believed by members ot 
the Greylock Park association and others 
that a large summer hotel in the Bellows 
Pipe and a small one on the summit 
would pay well with such a road running 
from this city to the top of the mountain. 


The fame of Greyloi'k is steadily grow- 


ing, and, aside from the White mountains, 
it is probably the most celebrated peak in 
New England today. Since the road was 
opened and the tower erected it has been 
visited by people from all parts of the 
country, and every visitor is charmed by 
the grandeur of the view. With an elec- 
tric road and proper hotel accommoda- 
tions the mountain would become one of 
the most attractive resorts in the country.
